CnARLES DeYouxo, the editor of

, the TJnited States, is dead — shot by a 

■ ion of Mayor Kalloch, who, like his 
father, is a clergyman of tho Baptist 
denomination. Tho killing took place 
onFriday nightin DeYouno's oflicejand 

. Kallgch, cocl and collected, was tak 
en with the .•-moking pistol still in his 
{■hand. Scarcely six months ago the 
i^iiMassin's father (Mayor Kallooii) was 
shotin a. treacherous manner by Di> 

» YoUKO, and narrowly escaped with his 
life. That afiair began in an attack on 
the character of Mayor Kallocii's 
dead father by UeYou.vo. The Mayor 
retaliated with a stoim of invective in 
wbich.,bQ impugned the moral character 
of DEyoUNG's mother, whereupon the 
latter — ^although ho had given the first 
offence and being himself notorious as a 
ribald writer of the worst type — shot 
Kalloch. Since then DeYouxg has 
been,, cast where ho gathered materials 
' '"for a pamphlet of si.\ty pages dctiuling 
■' Kall'och's ofTences against society in his 
earlier days. The appearance of that 
pamphlet so enraged KALLOCira son 
■'that he proceeded at once to tlio C'hron- 
' -Iclc office and killed his father's libel- 
ler. This dreadful occurrence is the 
natural outgrowth that species of 
lournalism which spares neither ago 
nor sex. No man or woman's charac- 
tei" has been safe in DeYooko's hands. 
•He inaugurated a system of journalis- 

. tic terrorism, and blackmailed or ruin- 
ed every person who crossed his path. 
All Etood in fear of him. For many 
...years he battened on tho fruits of his 
dishonorable . course, but in an evil 
ionr he attaciced Mayor Kallocii, 
Ho speedily found himself in the grij) 
of an intellectual giant — a master of 
invective, who could talk faster and 
harder than DeYocng could write, 
and who tore his assailant and his. 

' " family to shreds in one savage speech- 
Unable to cope with the terrible antag- 
onist bis malignity bad aroused Di-: 
Yo0NG'lS^his attempt to' kill tho May- 
or, paved the way to his own assas- 
sination; We can lind no excuse for 
the crime of young Kallocii. The 
arm of the law was long enough and 
strong enough to reach and punish

' ' 'death. But when all that a man holds 
dear on earth is attacked and held up 
to public scorn and contempt, that his 
mind should momentarily loae its bal- 
ance and he be led to retaliate is notsur- 
priBing.

appropriated by the Covornment organ 
without credit) there can exist no ex- 
cuse for further delay 'in . bringing 
down the bill to transfer^jflie railway 
lands of' tho^ Proyince to ''the Do- 
minion. . The terms of union call for 
the conveyance "to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, in trust, * * * of public 
lands along the line of lailway in Brit- 
ish Columbia, not to exceed twenty 
miles on each side of said line."' Any 
one at all acquainted with tho topo- 
graphical features of the country lying 
between Emory and Savona will know 
that the land on each side of tho pro- 
posed railway for nearly tho entire dis- 
tance is worthless for agricultur.al pur- 
poses. The Dominion Government, 
through their agent Mr. Trutcu, have, 
we believe, asked this Government to 
convey, in placo of the, worthies^ lands 
along tho Fraser, lands of fair average 
value in other parts of the Province. 
The demand, which, if'accompanicd by 
guarantees, appears reasonable, has not 
asyet met with tho approval of tho James 
Bay triumvirate; and that is why we said 
on Friday that tho relations of the 
Provinco with tho Dominion were criti- 
c.il,and thatshould there beany stoppage 
in railway construction it would be 
James Bay and not Ottawa that would 
supply the impediment.

tnE HAIL WA Y YOUTK. 

Wo are sorry to disturb the current 
of our contemporary's exuberant out- 
ilow in yesterday's issue; but candor 
and self-defence compel n.s to produce 
the following article from his columns. 
Should ho seek it amongst his smudgy 
files he will find it in Vol. 18, No. 47, 
i.ssuo of tho dato of February 11 th, 
1879, a little over fourteen months ago.

Yalo would suit 
113 well na any other, but this is not tho 
lino promised, and would not bo regarded 
by the people of the Provinco as a ful- 
filment of tho engagomonts of tho Domin- 
ion. In order that the iiaihrai/ should he 
a success it is essential that it ahould run 
from l^squimalt via Bute Inlet to Firrt 
George. That routo would travorso tho 
moat fertile portion of tho Province, and 
open up millions of acres for acttloment 
that only need to bo made easy of accesa 
to bo speedily occupied. It would bo cx- 
tromoly gratifying to tho Globe to witness 
the CONSTRUCTION OF THE RAIL- 
WAY BY A ROUTE THAT MUST 
NECESSARILY INSURE ITS FAIL- 
URE, and then to bo able to say " I told 
you so."

The attorney-general has mounted 
the fence again.

15 cents 
per inch instead of 20, ..cents,- as in tlie 
bill. The ^attornpy .general, who was 
elected by tho votes of tho miners 
of Cariboo, fears to oppose them by 
voting for tho larger figure, to which 
'he is pledged. Accordingly on Fri- 
day ho fell foul of the private bills coni- 
mitteo for not fixing the rate arbi- 
trarily, and thus rendering it unneces- 
sary for him to vote either way. The 
fact is that the committee have not 
the power to fix an arbitrary rate, nor 
is there any precedent for such a con- 
tention, if there were, why is the 
House called on to consider the bill at 
all? and, to go a little further, if such a 
thing were . possible, -.why not 
delegate the drudgery of legislation en 
tiroly to committees, and allow the 
members go about their business? The 
committee finally rose and the Mouse 
adjourned till Monday to alVord the at- 
torney-general time to decide on which 
side of the fence be will get down — the 
15 or tho 20-cent side?

. :• San Francisco, April I'lJ.— Just bofora 
8 o'clock this ovoiiing Chas. DaYoung en- 
tered Uio business oftice of tlie Chrotikh- 
on tho ground floor at tho corner of Keiir- 
tloy and Busli alroefs nnd stood talking 
with .'iomo gontlotneii, loaning aa hu tiilk- 
ed again.st a counter. Directly aftcruiirJs 
tlio door opened nnd I, I\r. Kallocli, .son 
of Mayor Knlloch, ontured and dniwini^ a 
, pistol without, as far a.s can be loarned, 
; .speaking a word, l)C'gan firing at DeVouni^. 
'riiD latter ran through tho gato of tho 
rountnr to tho de.sk inside, Kalloch firing 
at him .a.s ho ran. On reaching tlio desk 
UeYoiuig turned io face his opponent 
witli a pistol in his hand when Kalloch, 
loaning over tho ooimter, fired again, the 
ball striking DoYoung In tho mouth. 
Kalloch then .started for tlic doornnd Do- 
Young raised liiti pislol an if to fire, but 
apparently hi.s utroiiglh failed him, for tho 
.piatol wa.H not dincharged, and sinking 
backward lie fell on tiie floor. Bystanders 
I ran to his nssistunco, but the ball had 
evidently piorqei} the base of the brain 
and' in a few' niomonts lie oxph-ed. As 
Kallocli r.vn out of the door ho w.as sei::ed 
by a citiiien and at tho sanio moment an 
oliicer como uj) and took him intocu.stody 
and conducted him to the city prison, 
where ho \va.s locked up. News of tho 
. murder flow through tho city like wind. 
In a few moments tlio streets in tho vicin- 
ity of thc' C/tJwuyc ofHco wero crowded 
by people eager to learn particulars of tho 
affair. Policcmon were at onco stationed 
at the doors of the ufllce to keep out tho 
inquisitivo crowd. Only a few personal 
friends and the roportcr.s were admitted. 
In the rear off loo M. If. De Young, broth- 
er of tho decca.sod, reclined on a lounge, 
surrounded by friends, evidently over- 
come by tho tragedy, but with dry eyes 
and a c<alin thougli .strained voice. Ho 
was not present iit the timo of tho ahoot- 
-4ng, havuig' left homo af tor dinnor a~ few 
moments later than Oharlc.i. The deceas- 
ed lay on his back on tho floor, his face 
and breast dabbled in blood, his eyes closed 
and his face bearing that calm expression 
noticeable in tho case of those dying from 
shotwound.s. Young ]'vidl9ch on boing 
arrested was, as the arresting officer re- 
'mark'ed, tho coolest man he over saw. He 
still carried the smoking pistol in his 
hand, but surrendered it to the officer. 
On his way to the stationhoi'.so he observ- 
ed strict reticence, and on boing shown to 
a'cell'positivcly refused to have any inter- 
course whatever with representatives of 
the press. In tho.absencoof explanations 
. ivom tho assassin the cause is generally 
■ understood to bo attributable to the 
pamphlet that has recently been circulated 
about the city attacking Mayor Kalloch, 
. the father of DoYoung's slaj'er. During 
' his recent 'visit to the East the deceased 
devoted a great deal of attention to gath- 
ering matter regarding the past life of 
Mayor Kalloch it i.s presumed for tho 
purpose cither of using it at tho expected 
trial of deceased on a charge of shooting 
Kalloch last August or making it subserve 
journalistic, purposes. The pamphlet was 
d'doctunlrit'df some sisty pges and re- 
counted details of tho Kalloch scandal at 
Boston and other scandalous disclosures. 
Young Kalloch evidently considered tho 
deceased responsible for tho publication 
and acted accordingly. 

Further inquiry shows that Kalloch 
(ircd |ivo shots at DsYouug, of which only 
'ohW t'd&k 'eSedt. Otherwise the original 
report of the affair seems to be substan- 
tially corrBct, It is evident tho deed was 
deliberate. Oflicer Noyes states that a 
few moments before DeVoung entered tho 
office lie saw Kalloch walk along Kearny 
street peering through tho window of the 
('lu-onicle. counting-room. Ho was evi- 
dently waiting tho arrival of his victim. 
About a quarter p:ist 9 o'clock the coron- 
t;r'8 assistants took tlie body from wliere 
it had been lying on tho floor awaiting an 
examination and removed it to a wagon 
for Conveyance to the mdt^tte. The crowd 
had meantime increased to thousands, 
blocking up both Kearny and Bush 
streets, composed of all classes, including 
11 groat many of sand-lot proclivities. 
As the body was brought out cheers and 
howls of exultation and derision arose, 
Tho body was driven at onco to tho 
morgue followed by ft hooting, whistling 
and yelling mob. Tho demonstration ^vns 
confined merely to words, no action of a 
violent nature occurring. Arriving at tho 
moi-guo the crowd gathered there for a 
/ \ylule|Continuing its demonstration, l)ut 
' soon' dispersod and tho officers retired. 
Largo throngs still linger around tho 
C'hronirle. office and tho main nnd branch 
otliccs of the Call and at tho morgue 
quietly discu.iaing tho aflairs and waiting 
with tho usual morbid tntere.st for further

Hun. Sir Caiiii)I)(ill moved the 

,'iecond reading of Bill ('1-1), "To provide 
for the salaries of two additional judges of 
tho Sujjremo Court of British Columbia." 
Ho said: This Bill is before tho Senate 
for the second time, and, I think, under 
very different circumstances from thoso 
which surrounded it when we first had it 
under consideration. The measure is for 
the pjurposo of providing salaries of 84,000 
each per annum for two additional Su- 
preme Court judges in British Columbia. 
When last I presented a similar bill to 
this bran,ch of the liegislatt^re I was met 
by my lion, friend from Ashcroft with a 
keen opposition, so keen an opposition 
thai it defeated mo, and the measure was 
rejected, but I am glad to know that my 
hon. friend tako.s a somowliat different 
view of tho duty which devolves upon 
him with regard to tho present Bill. It 
is one which I think is simply a money 
bill, and it has received now, for the 
second time, tlio sanction of tho ITouae of 
Coininons. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall — With respect to 
this Bill to which I, last year, expressed 
a strong opposition, I have only to say 
that the circumstances by v.'hich it is sur- 
rounded, are, to my mind, exactly the 
same as thoy were then, and exactly tho 
same objections to it exist now as existed 
at that time. But, as the hon. leader of 
the Govornmont has explained, I have felt 
it my duty to take a different view of the 
subject from what I did last session, and 
to consider that, in view of the peculiar 
circumstances attending tho presentation 
of the Bill for the second timo to this 
House T am obliged to withdraw my op- 
pobition to it. Tho facts of the case are 
these: the carrying out of tho changes 
proposed to bo made will cost tho Domin- 
ion more money for the administration of 
juatico than it has done; and justice is not 
likely to be as well administered under 
the proposed changes in British Columbia 
as it is at the present, time. These two 
objections still exist with all tho force 
they had last year. But, on the other 
liand, I find that tho Local Government 
(presumedly expressing tho wishes of the 
people) is persistent in its wish to bring 
about this change; I find, in the second 
place, that the Dominion .Government is 
also persistent in its wish to carry out the 
views of the Local Government; and I 
find, furtlier — and, perhaps this has more 
weight v.'ith mo than either of the other 
considerations — that, in the House of 
Commons, this session, this measure has 
been supported, in a moro or less qualified 
manner, by every member representing' 
British Columbia in that House. Again, 
I find tliat, although last year the tliree 
rcprcBontativea of British Columbia in 
this Senate wero unanimous in opposing 
the passage of this Bill, this session there 
is one hon. gentleman from that Province 
who, T havo reason to believe, will sup- 
pcu t it. These considerations force mo to 
say that, althongli, personally, I liavo tho 
strongest objection to the passing of this 
Bill, for the reasons mentioned, I have 
nutilo up my mind that it is my duty not 
to oppose it in the same way I did last 
session, or to make any motion in refer- 
ence to it. T cannot, however, refrain 
from asking the Government to pause be- 
fore ilioy cxerui.HO the power which this 
Bill will give them of appointing two Su- 
premo Court judges in British Columliia, 
and begging them to look carefully into 
tho f|ucstion, nnd see wliothor (hey are 
justified in carrying out the object which 
tho Provincial Legislature has in view 
when it asks for these changes to bo made, 

Hon. Mr. I\lacdonald— Before this Bill 
passes, as 1 suppose it will pass, as the 
Government have dbtcrininod'that it shall 
become law, I wish to say a few words. I 
do not know if it is to be continued as a 
lulothat whatever bill passes the House 
of Commons tho second time mustj neocst 
aarily ba accepted by this Hous6.^ ' -' "'^ '^ 



»Sir;- Alex. Campbell — It is not a 
rule^^but ^ is usually the practice. 
'Hou. Mr.' Macdonald — After a year's do- 
lay, and after a year's time to reflect on 
the course I pursued last session, on a 
bill similar to that before us, lam as firm- 
ly convinced now as I was then that I 
took the right course on that occasion: 
that there was no occasion for this ^mea- 
sure, and tliat it inflicts an injustice on 
gentlemen who have performed thair 
duty honestly and faithfully in the Pro- 
vince for tho last twonty-fivo years. 
When a bill of a similar nature was de- 
feated, last year many hon. gentleman 
supposed that a great deal of ill feeling 
and dissatisfaction would b« caused there- 
by in British Columbia ; but such has 
not been ■ tho case, I returned to that 
Province after the session, and I heard 
no complaints, nor did I see any mani- 
festation d£ dis[Satisfactlon or ill feeling at 
'th'^defaati'ofi^tb'd Sineaaiire. t In.' fact it 
was never broi^ht up by the public ; it 
was a matter over which the public mind 
had not been exercised. The law is prop- 
erly administered and fairly carried out 
at present and that is all thoy look to or 
wish for. I resido in the saiuo locality as 
tho judges do, and if my motives for op- 
posing the biU'cbuld be 'attribiited to the 
hon. gentleman from Ashcroft, iSrho re- 
sides three hundred miles from them, and 
yet thinks with me in this matter, surely 
ho ought to know, living at so great a 
distance from whore tho judges reside, 
whether tho contemplated change in tho 
judiciary of the Province is called for and 
IB required in hia district. If tho. chtinge 
were necessary, I am sure he would be 
found to bo the first to support this Bill, 
and the last to oppose it. In this mat- 
ter, my hon. friend and myself are actuat- 
ed by the same motives : to prevent, as 
far as we can, iiijustico being done to the 
judges of British Columbia. These gen: 
tlotnen have been Dominion offic!ala>:ior 
the last ten yeara, and have gtveii univer 
sal satisfaction in tho discharge of their 
duties. When the Province came into 
tho Union the duties of tho Supreme 
and County Court judges wero clearly 
defined, and they had every reason to 
expect that tlio Government of the Do- 
minion would not suffer anything to bo 
done which would lower their status or 
impair thoir influonco. The Bill before 
tho House will load to a breach of faith 
with the Supromo Court Judges, and it 
will throw upon them work of an inferior 
and in,significant character — work of 
which they wore relieved some ton years 
ago, and to which they didj not expect 
they would liavo to return. Tlio change 
is neither beneficial nor desirable. I 
might also refer to the financial part of 
the Bill, and tho extra cost it will involve 
in the administration of justice, but I 
shall not do so. I would like, however, 
to havo tho expression of tho House on 
this fact ; that wo should not allow this 
to bo a precedent that wo aro bound at 
all times to follow, and give effect to such 
measures as tho Provincial Governments 
desire to put into operation. I should 
like to hear the loader of tho Govern- 
ment say that, although he considers it 
ncceasary on this occasion to give effect 
to tho Act of tho Provincial Legislature, 
tliat he does not feel himself bound to do 
HO on all occasions. I think it would bo 
a very wise policy to put such a qualifica- 
tion on record. With regard to tho 
power of removing any one of these 
judges to the mainland, I think the Gov- 
ornmont should take care in tlio redis- 
tribution of these judicial districts that 
tho private rights, (if I may so apeak) of 
the judges who now hold office in British 
Columbia should bo respected. I think it 
would bo very unfair that one of these gen- 
tlemen should bo asked to go to Ashcrott, 
or anywhere else in that Province, to 
reside after he has made his homo, and 
expended, perhaps, the savings of a life 
of toil and industry in establishing his 
residence in Victoria. I think that tho 
Government should take care that noth- 
ing of this kind ii done. I am very sorry 
to hear that, in connection with this 
measure relative to the judiciary of Brit- 
ish Columbia, there is some personal feel- 
ing by influential persona in that Pro- 
vince, and that tho judioiary themselves 
do not approve of the change any more 
than the leading members of this House 
do. 

Hou. Mr. Nelson — I am very glad to 
know that my hon. coUoogues from Brit- 
ish Columbia do not oppose this Bill on 
tho present occasion. 1 may say that I 
never could thoroughly understand thoir 
opposition to this measure at all. I know 
the feelings of the people of British Col- 
umbia on this subject, and I know tho 
feeling of tho Law Society and of very 
nearly every lawyer in the Province In 
relation to it, and I can say that, with the 
exception of one firm, all the legal pro- 
fession in British Columbia to-day are in 
favor of tho change. I believe that tho 
hon. gentleman from Ashcroft has certain 
reasons for his opposition; that there is a 
very great deal of friendship existing be- 
tween him and tho present judges of the 
Province. The judges themselves are op- 
posed to this Bill, as, in fact, thoy are 
against everything that is done by tho 
present Government of British Columbia, 
There is a strong feeling on the part of 
the judges against tho Local Government 
to-day. The great reason for tho appoint- 
raeni'' of judges for the mainland is this: 
it has be^n^found that the ezoonse en- 
tailed upon the Province and upon the 
Dominion by holding a sufficient number 
of Circuit Courts in British Columbia for 
the proper administration of justice will 
be very preat, and tho appointment of 
two additional judges will do away with 
tho expense, to a groat extent. They will 
be able to do the work that tho County 
Court judges are doing, in addition to tho 
Supromo Court work, 'vhich tho present 
judges are not able to do. I would refer 
to the arguments made use of by hon. 
gentlemen in another place, vljich, no 
doubt, havo been brought to tho notice of 
hon. members of this House. I think 
thoso arguments are very conclusive. It 
has been shewn tliat, for the last few 
years, in Cassiar and Cariboo, men have 
been confined for twelve months, await- 
ing the . circuit of tho Supreme Court 
judfes,'Jand in some of theso casos the 
accusett: have been proved, on invostig.v 
tion, innocent of tho charges for which 
they were incarcerated. It is to do away 
with this state of affairs that this Bill has 
been introduced, and I havo been very 
much surprised at hon. gentlemen in this 
House from British Columbia opposing it, 
as tho whole feeling of the people of the 
Province is in favor of the measure. 

Hon, Mr. JIacdonald — Who is to blame 
for tho courts not being hold ? Have tho 
judges ever refused to hold them 1 

Hon. j\Ir. Nelson-nl do not know that 
tho judges have over refused positively to 
hold tho court.!, but I know that thoy 
have, again and again, complained very 
much about it. Then, with regard to tho 
judges' residence in Victoria, it was a 
matter of complaint, when Confederation 
was being negotiated, that tho judges all 
resided in Victoria, and the people on the 
mtiinland protested against it, as any per- 
son in the interior who had business be- 
fore the coiirts had to go to Victoria at 
great expense to attend to it. The judges 
eame over to the mainland to hold their 



circuitu about once a yeaiyand it;was un- 
dei-stood, when the last judge was appoint- 
ed, that ha should ^akc up his residence 
upon the mainland. 

Hon. Mr. Haythorno — Before wo 
agree to the appointing of two 
additional judges at salaries of §1,- 
000 each for British Columbia, wo ought 
to satisfy ourselves, not only that they 
aro necessary, and that we can afford to 
provide for thoir salaries, but that equal 
justice has been doiio to other parts of 
the Dominion. Last year, when the Bill 
to increase tho salaries of tho judges of 
tho County Courts in- Princo Edward 
Island was before the Senate, a promise 
of tho distinct character was given by tho 
leader of tho Government in this House 
that the question of an increase to the 
salaries of tho judges of Princo Edward 
Island should, undergo consideration this 
year. Before going further into this sub- 
ject," I should like to stato'to the House 
some of the salaries which are now paid 
to judges in the different provinces by 
way of comparison, and to illustrate tho 
inconsistency shown in this matter. . 
Leaving Ontario and Quebec out of the 
Question, and taking tho Province of 
Nova Scotia, I find that tho Chief Jus- 
tice has a salary within a fraction of §5,- 
000 a year, and tho Equity Judge is paid 
an equal amount. Four other judges re- 
receive 84,000 each. Then as to 
Now Brunswick, provision was made 
last j'oar for ono additional judge on the 
plea that the work of tho courts was get- 
ting into arroar. I find that tho Cliief 
Justice of that Province has a salary of 
§5,000, and that the puiano judges roccivo 
§4,000 each. Then, looking at Manitoba, 
wo find that tho Chief Justice of that 
Province has a salary of $5,000 a year, 
and two puisne judges receive §4,000 
each. But when wo come to Princo Ed- 
ward Island we find that the Chief Jus- 
tice there receives only §3,000 a year, the 
Master of the Rolls §2,499, and the Vice 
Chancellor the same. Now, compare those 
amounts with the s:ilarie3 proposed to bo 
given to tho two additional judges of Bri- 
tish Columbia, and you will find that they 
aro to receive about $1,000 a year more 
than the Chief Justice of Princo Edward 
Island. It seems to mo to bo very incon- 
sistent. 

Hon. Mr. Macfarhmo -I do not think 
that tho jndgcs of a now province such as 
Princo Edward Island, where tho ex- 
pense of living is so inodorato, should 
expect to receive as largo .salaries us the 
judges of British Columbia, where travel- 
ling expenses aro .so very much higher. 
As to tho fact of tho judges residing at 
Victoria, tho liou, gentleman from Brit- 
ish Columbia (Jlr, Nelson) has related a 
very singular circumstance, if it bo a 
fact, that in that Province prisoners havo 
been confined for twelve months in jail 
without an opportunity of having tlio 
charges against them tried, and when 
they were investigated, they wero found 
to bo innocent. If such is the state of 
affairs it is timo tho Govornment .should 
step in and make a change. If the judges 
OS Victoria refuse to go outfide of tho 
limits of tho Island to administer the law 
in a country of such an extent as British 
Columbia, it is time tho Government 
should make some other provisions for 
tho administration of justice in tho Pro- 
vince. It docs not appear that tho species 
of law had been administered in tho Pro- 
vince when it w.as a crown colony is now 
adapted to the present circumstances of 
tho country, Tho wants of tho pooplo 
havo outgrown tho capacity of tho old 
system and the Government have found 
it nocessary to provide that tho gontlo- 
men who administer justice in British 
Columbia shall bo as they aro aro in 
other provinces of tho Dominion skilled 
in the law, and competent to fill their 
judicial positions. I havo no doubt that 
the interests of that largo country imper- 
atively demand tho services now asked 
for, and I do not think we would bo dis- 
charging our duty in this chamber were 
wo to refuse this bill. When tho measure 
was before the House last session we wero 
largely influenced by the hon. gentleman 
who represent that section of tho country 
in this Chamber. Although I voted on 
that occasion against tho bill I shall sup- 
port it MOW, under the circumstances that 
have been explained to tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Cornwall — With permission 
of the House I riso for a few minutes to 
correct tho idea entertained by tho hon. 
gentleman who has just sat down that it 
is owing to tho disinclination of tho judges 
to travel into tho interior that prisoners 
havo been incarcerated for some consid- 
erable time awaiting their trial. Tho only 
reason why such hardships ha.s occurred 
is owing to the supineness of local auth- 
orities in directing assizes to bo held and 
the disinclination of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment to meet tho expenses of more 
than one annual circuit of tho judges; and 
that on account of such causes there has 
only been ono circuit of tho Supremo 
Court during tho last three years instead 
of two annually as formerly. Tho expense 
of a circuit seems to bo from S1200 to 
81400, and to avoid this the Dominion 
Government, at the instance of tho Local 
Govornment, seem inclined to incur an 
an exponso of 38000 as tho salaries of 
two moro judges of tho Supreme Court. 
If the hon. gentleman will excuse me, I 
must say it is simply childish to urge in 
this House such an argument in support 
of his views. 

Hon. Mr. Nelson — According to certain 
statements that have been made in an- 
other place, there will bo very littlo dif- 
ference in tho cost of tho two systems. 

Hon. Mr. MiUor— Two hundred dollars 
a year. 

Hon. Mr, Cornwall — Moro correctly 
$3,000 a year. 

Hon. Mr. Nelson — With regard to, tho 
salaries of judges of Princo Edward Is- 
land, referred to by tho hon. geutleuian 
from that Px'oyinoo (Mr. Haythorno), I 
think ho might take into considcnition tho 
fact that British Columbia with her small 
population contributes double tho amount 
of revenue to tho Dominion that the Pro- 
vince of Prince Edward Island does, and, 
to enable tho Province to do so, tho earn- 
ings of every individual must bo at least 
three times that of Prince Edward Island, 
and the payment to her judges should bo 
therefore something in proportion to the 
earnings of her people. Viewed in that 
light, tha salaries of the judges , aro any- 
thing but excessive. 

Sir Ales. .Campbell — The hon. gentle- 
man from Prince Edward Island 
makes ont a very strong case for a ro-con- 
sideration of the salaries of judges in that 
Province. I have already given assurance 
that tho Government will tako tho gener- 
al subject into consideration. The pres- 
ent case is, rather favorable to liis views 
than otherwise as to the inconsistency of 
tho Government, because wo are fixing 
tho Bcalo of E.alarics which it is proposed 
to provide for these judges when tho mat- 
ter comes to be considered. With rofer- 
enco to the question put to mo by tho hon. 
gentleman opposite (Mr. Macdonald), I 
havo no hesitation to say that tho Govern- 
ment of tho Dominion, whatever course 
may bo followed in the future, do not con- 
sider that thoy are absolutely bound by 
tho decisions of the local legislatures on 
such questions .is this, but I admit that a 
decision of the local legislature should re- 



ceive groat.weight and consideration from 
tlie Governm'entofi^ho Domuiioiu Tlicy 
have the jurisdiction in the ''matter, and 
wo are bound to respect here tho opinion 
of the provinces. With reference to tho 
expenditure, I may .add that the difference 
between the cost of tho present system 
and tho expenditure which tho present 
bill intends to create is only about §200 a 
year, and when we find this is tbe>!clispute 
n.s between tho two systems, and that the 
local legislature has asked for this ineas- 
uro, .and that tho House of Commons has 
on two occasions passodabill of this kind. 
It is time that this House should givo 
favorable considoratiqnf , and ossont to its 
being passed. ' ■ '• - • • ' - ' 
The bill was read the second timo.
